With the Passing of Lent Comes the 

Real Spring Season, 

When All the World is Sprucing Up. 



The ordinance referred to is still a 
city ordinance just as it was originally 
adopted, having never been rescinded 
nor changed in any way, and it is one 
of the very best ordinances ever passed 
by a Paris council, and it ought to be 
rigidly enforced. 

Why it is not enforced the News is 
unable to say. The objection some- 
times heard that it would be a hardship 
to certain persons if enforced, is with- 
out weight, because it is entirely with- 
in the discretion of the Council as to 
whether they will order any person to 
build any kind of a sidews^lk, and cer- 
tainly an ordinance requiring that all 
sidewalks be constructed shall be of 
cement, cannot work a hardship to any 
person if it is not enforced as to him 
and he is not required to put down any 
sidewalk at all. There is nothing the 
matter with the ordinance. It is all 
right and its enforcement would do 
more to beautify Paris than all the other 
ordinnaces on the books. 

As an illustration of the great change 
wrought by replacing an old worn out 
brick sidewalks with a new one of ce- 
ment, let any one look at the Fee block 
oil Main street between Seventh and 
Eighth, and the block on High extend- 
ing from the Public Library past the 
Renick property. These blocks are 
a credit to any town and a sample of 
what we would see in every part of the 
city with in a decade if this cement 
ordinance were enforced. If the Coun- 
cil waits until an ordinance is passed 
that will not be objected to by some- 
body, the millennium will find us with 
the same old shabby, disreputable 
brick sidewalks full of holes and in the 
winter season half buried in mud which 
we now have and have always had to 
the shame of the town. . 

Miserable, shabby, ill looking side- 
walks are the best possible evidences 
of a dead town and an unthrifty, unen- 
terprising population.

Washington, April 19.— A new exec- 
utive mansion for the President of the 
United States, to be located nearly a 
mile further from the center of the 
city than at present, which shall in 
every way be splendidly fitted up and 
finished, is the plan over which Wash- 
ington is considerably stirred up at 
present. It is reported at the Capitol 
that the President has been approached 
on the subject, and that he has indi- 
cated his enthusiasm in no uncertain 
tones. To meet the objections of patri- 
otic Americans to the abandonment of 
the present White House, those who 
are furthering the plan propose that it 
shall not be actually abandoned, but 
shall be used either as the residence of 
the Vice President or for offices 
for th“ President. But even these 
suggestions can not quell the opposition 
to the plan of those who remember 
that the White House has been the res- 
idence of all the Presidents from George 
Washington to Roosevelt, in an unbro- 
ken line, except for the temporary 
lapse occasioned by its partial burning 
when the British captured the city in 
1814, and who therefore rightly look 
upon it as the center and source of 
patriotic associations. From those 
also who look with pride upon the 
plain yet impressive White House as 
the very emblem of democratic sim- 
plicity, the proposal to provide an ex- 
ecutive castle will bring lasting oppo- 
sition. Of course it is true that the 
growth of executive business demands 
increased accommodations, but it seems 
to be the general opinion here that the 
White House grounds afford ample 
room to provide for additions sufficient 
to accommodate the growth of many 
years.
